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DIRECT   FROM    THE    THIRTY-NINTH    LEGISLATIVE    ASSEMBLY,  the  budget  appropria- 
tion for  the  State  Library  Commission  has  been  set  at  $75,000.00  per  year  -  an  increase  of  $22,006.00 
over  the  present  amount.    This  figure  must  still  be  confirmed  by  the  Senate.    House  Bill  159,  which  de- 
fines the  powers  and  duties  of  the  State  Library  Commission  passed  both  House  and  Senate  and  awaits  the 
signature  of  the  Governor.    We  are  tremendously  grateful  to  the  Chairman  of  the  House  Appropriations 
Committee  .  Representative  Francis  Bardanouve  and  his  colleagues  as  well  as  to  Margaret  Warden,  Chair" 
man  of  the  Montana  Library  Association's  Legislative  Committee  who  rallied  all  our  good  library  friends 
throughout  the  state  to  make  the  horizons  for  better  library  service  brighter  under  the  Big  Sky.
